participated in the annual 
Boys’ and 
Girls’ 
State 
sessions sponsored by the 
American Legion and Legion 
Auxiliary. 
Girls’ State was held in 
Seguin at Texas Lutheran 
University and Boys’ State 
was 
in 
Austin 
at 
the 
University of Texas. The 
purpose of each was to teach 
the 1976-77 high school 
seniors more about their 
government in a “learning 
by doing” atmosphere. 
Approximately 500 girls 
and 900 boys from across 
Texas made up the Girls’ 
and Boys’ State populations. 
Attending from Plano Senior 
High School were Beth 
Arnold, Frances Boyd, Judy 
Dixon, Kevin Golladay and 
Brian McCall. Wylie High 
School’s 
Girls’ 
State 
representative was Karen 
Caton. 
During the sessions, mock 
governments were formed, 
beginning with the most 
basic 
processes. 
Each 
student was assigned to a 
city and from there went 
through the entire Texas 
political system. 
Cities were chartered, 
laws passed, political parties 
formed, elections held, etc. 
In short, the Girls’ and Boys’ 
State citizens discovered 
every aspect of local, county 
and 
state 
political 
procedures by going through 
the motions themselves. 
After being elected to 
different 
offices, 
the 


students ran their own 
government and enforced 
their own laws. Reality was 
so important that PSHA 
senior Beth Arnold was 
actually thrown in the Girls’ 
State jail for walking down 
the wrong side of the dor­ 
mitory hallway—a violation 
of her city’s “traffic” law. 
Besides going through 
campaigns and elections, the 
students in both programs 
heard a variety of guest 
speakers and lecturers. 
Among them were Governor 
Dolph Briscoe and Speaker 
of the House Bill Clayton 
Members of both mock 
Houses of Representatives 
held session on the actual 
House floor of the Capitol 
building in Austin. 
But the students learned 
more than just political 
science. 
“Girls’ State instills in you 
an emotional feeling about 
your state,” said Karen 
Caton. “It also instills in you 
a desire to make others feel 
that way, too.” 
“It helps you be yourself,” 
Kevin Golladay explained. 
“There are so many good 
people there, you can’t help 
but try to be as good as you 
can be. too.” 
According to Frances 
Boyd, “it was the closeness 
of it that impressed me the

At Boys’ State, Brian also 
served as his party’s whip 
and though Kevin won his 
primary bid for Supreme 
Court justice, he lost in the 
general election. 
Girls’ State lasted for IO 
days and Boys’ State for six. 
All the citizens agreed, 
however, that they learned 


more in those short periods 
than they could ever have 
learned rn the classroom 
“ Because 
of 
the 
Democratic process in such 
a large country, the civics 
classes 
a re n ’t 
always 
adequate,” Brian said “We 
started with the small offices 
and 
went 
through 
to 
governor. Boys’ State went 
on. where a civics class just 
starts.” 
Brian recently returned 
from a vacation trip that 
carried him through Russia 
He said that the people there 
asked him many questions 
about American government 
and that if it hadn’t been for 
Boys’ State, the questions 
would have been difficult to 
answer. 
After viewing the political 
structure firsthand, would

DEAR POLLY — Could you please tell me how to 
remove ink marks from light colored wallpaper0 I have 
tried a couple of things, but both spotted the paper — 
MRS. M T 
DEAR MRS. M.T. — I wish you had told us 
whether or not yours is washable paper. Since it has 
already been tampered with and so much time has 
elapsed I cannot hold out much encouragement. When 
ink first gets on wallpaper it should be blotted up im­ 
mediately so as not to spread further. Then an absorbent 
powder should be applied and brushed off, as it absorbs 
the ink. Continue until no more is absorbed. Ink 
eradicators and any sort of bleach will remove color 
from the design. It seems your best bet would be to get 
another roll of paper, or perhaps you had some left over, 
and replace the spotted strip with a new one. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I save all my egg shells and crumble them 
into the bottoms of my flower pots This holds the soil back 
and provides good drainage. — ETHEL

I sprayed it real well, rubbed between my fingers 
and repeated about three times. There is not a sign of paint 
and no damage done to the sweater.

DEAR POLLY — Recently my husband was helping our 
young son repair a toy and spilled that milky white all-purpose 
glue on his brown knit slacks. I immediately washed them in 
the washer with warm water and detergent, hoping the glue 
would wash out, but it did not. Remembering a pointer about 
hot vinegar dissolving glue, I washed the slacks in hot water 
with three-fourths cup of vinegar and no detergent. All of the 
glue came out and miraculously the slacks did not shrink nor 
fade.
